Minister Phelps had an exceptional 
honor paid to bim when he presented 
his credentials to Emperor William. For 
the first time in the history of Germany 
her Emperor made a speech in English 
to a representative bringing credentials 
to him from an English speaking nation. 
It was a compliment to the United States 
and also a compliment to 
Minister 
Phelps. 
The Emperor and Chancelor 
had met Mr. Phelps when be was a mem 
ber of the Samoan commise ion, and they 
then learned to look upon him as 
statesman and diplomat of no inferor 
rank.— Inter-Ocean. 
This special compliment to Mr. Phelps 
is well worth rpeciallnote, co is the pro* 
grees made by the royal family of Ger­ 
many in acquiring the English language. 
But there is another point in regard to 
William Waiter Phelps which deserves 
repeating bere. 
He is one of the bright 
est and ablest diplomats the United 
States ever sent abroad. 
He is known 
all over Europe, 
especially 
among 
crowned heads and in diplomatic circles 
When he was representing the United 
States in italy, be received a cable -gram 
one morning that one cf bis large fac- 
t3ries was burned to the ground. 
It 
employed hundreds of men and many ol1 
them—in fact a majority of them—were 
beads of families. 
It was a greet 
loss to Mr. Phelps and his partners, 
bat a severer lots 
to the families 
whose fathers and husbands were thrown 
out of employment. 
Mr. Phelps is a 
riobm an. He inherited a good deal of 
money and he has made many thousands 
by his rare financial skil'. He is a wise 
man, foil of compassion and sjmpathy, 
and the cable dispatch made him see the 
situation in a moment regarding his 
workingmen, and so then went under 
the eeas back to New Jersey ttess mem 
orableand cheering words—“ Keep the 
men on the pay-roll until factory is 
rebuilt, and charge expense to me.” The 
ssntiment of that f6mous dispatch w er^ 
a’l over Europe, and it was read by hun- i 
dredJ of thousands of workingmen. It 
was the good act of a good m an.

It is reported th at in Louisville, Ky., it 
is impossible to keep dippers on the pub­ 
lic wells because saloon men have them 
taken off or destroyed so as to force the 
thirsty public into their dives. 
Speaking of the growing aggressions of 
the liquor business a New York paper 
says: “ The liquor men will probably soon 
put a ‘drop a nickel in the slot and get a 
glass of beer* machine at every street 
corner. 
The new tobacco law in Michigan takes 
effect Oct. I. 
To call especial attention 
to it the Michigan W. C. T. U. has ear 
nestly requested all ministers of the State 
to preach Sept. 22 on * ‘The physical, men 
tai, and moral effects of tobacco.”

H e l e n a , M ont, Oct. 
3.—Returns are 
coming in very slowly, and tho figures are 
so close th at the m ajorities will not be 
much either way. 
The Democrats claim 
the State by 300 to GO1) m ajority and the 
Republicans by 60') to 1,000. 
As a rule 
the Democratic legislative ticket is run­ 
ning ahead, and a m ajority in the Legis­ 
lature is claimed by both parties. 
In 
Lowis and Clarke counties the Democrats 
made large gains, but iu some other sec* 
tions the gains have not been up to their 
expectations. 
The 
Republicans lost in 
Republican counties, but made gains in the 
Democratic strongholds. Gov. Hauser and 
other prominent Democrats say they are 
sure of the success of their candidates for 
Governor and Congressman, and that they 
will also have a m ajority of tho Legisla­ 
ture. 
The chairman of the Republican 
committee says th at the Republicans will 
control both branches of the Legislature 
and that Carter is elected to Congress. 
L ater—The 
Democrats 
concede the 
election of Carter to Congress. 
Toole 
(Dem.) is 300 ahead of Power (Rep.) for 
Governor, with four counties claimed by 
both parties, 
still to hear from. 
The 
Democrats have the Legislature by a small 
m ajority. 
The 
Republicans 
elect a 
m ajority of the minor State officers. 
This 
county elects four Democrats and five Re­ 
publicans to the Legislature. 
The In­ 
dependent claims the election of Toole 
(Dem.) by 300 to 400 and a m ajority of 9 
on joint ballot in the Legislature. 
All 
figures on m ajorities are estimated, as the 
count is not yet completed in any county. 


N o rth D a k o ta . 
F argo, N. Dak., Oct. 3 .—Returns suf­ 
ficient to indicate the result have been 
received from twenty-six of tho thirty- 
four legislative 
districts in the State. 
There are 20 Republican, 5 Democratic, 
and I independent Republican Senators, 
and 42 Republican and IO Democratic 
Representatives. 
A strong fight 
was 
made for the district judgeships, of which 
there were six to be disposed of at this 
election. 
The Democrats used the argu­ 
ment of non-partisan judiciary, and the 
result of that, coupled with some good 
nominations, is the election of half the 
district judges. 
In Fargo Miller (Rep.) received 744 votes 
for Governor, against 630 cast for Roach 
(Dem.). 
Tho vote on Congressmen was 
about tho same. 
McConnell (Dem.) is ap­ 
parently elected district judge over New­ 
man (Rep.). 
Twenty-eight precincts cast 
983 votes against and 893 for the prohibi­ 
tion article. 
The other three wards are 
strongly opposed to prohibition, and added 
porhaps 300 votes against it. 
Tho vote for 
the constitution is almost unanimous. 
Throughout tho State tho total vote was 
probably about 37,000. 
Tho Legislature 
ia strongly Republican. 
The Democrats 
elect Senators in the First, Second, Third, 
Twelfth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Ninteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-fifth, Twenty-seventh, 
and Twenty-eigthth districts. 
Tho Repub­ 
licans elect twenty, with the Twenty-third 
district in doubt 
The Republicans also 
elect thirty-six members of the assembly. 
The Democrats elect eighteen, and there 
are five districts in doubt. 
Hansbrougb 
(Rep.) is elected to congress 
about 12,- 
000 m ajority. 
Tile Prohibitionists claim to have carried 
the Territory, 
Unprejudiced calculators 
believe tho prohibitionists beaten by at 
least 6,000. 
The constitution has been 
indorsed by a rousing m ajority. 
A t the 
Republican headquarters Tho entire State 
ticket is claimed from 10,000 to 12,00'*, 
while at Democratic headquarters Chair­ 
man Ryan asserts that from reports now 
at hand, official and otherwise, the Repub­ 
licans will carry the State by not to exceed 
5,000. 


South Dakota. 
Pier re, S. D., Oct. 3.—South Dakota’s 
first State election descended to a scramble 
for the location of the capital. 
There 
has been no flgtyt on anything else. 
Mellette Is elected Governor by over 
20,000 m ajority, Pickier and Gifford go 
to Congress and the Republican m ajority 
in the Legislature will be at least 60. in­ 
suring tho election of two Republican 
United States Senators. 
The vote was 
enormous, 
probably 
80,000. 
Pierre, 
Huron, W atertown, Chamberlain, 
Sioux 
Falls 
and 
Mitchell 
were 
entered 
in 
the 
fight 
for 
the 
capital. 
The repoJts received indicate 
a vote 
for Pierre of 26,000, Huron 21,000, Sioux 
Falls 11,000. W atertown 10,000, Mitchell 
7,000, and Chamberlain 5,000. 
Neither 
Huron nor Sioux Falls has yet given up 
the fi^ht and both still claim to have se­ 
cured the capital. 
Owing to the great 
interest in the capital contest, but little 
attention was given to minority represen­ 
tation, and it was doubtless defeated. 
The fate of 
prohibition haugs in the bal­ 
ance. 
Chairman C. F. McCoy of the Repub­ 
lican State Central committee estimates 
that ] imbibition is carried by from 10,000 
to 15,000 m ajority; that Pierre has 25,000 
votes for the tem porary capital, with H u­ 
ron a good second, and Sioux Falls third. 
Pierre will undoubtedly be the temporary 
capital. 
L ater—The returns now show the fol­ 
lowing result in the capital contest: Pierre, 
13,924; Huron, 11,776; Sioux Falls, 11,410. 
The success of Pierre is generally con­ 
ceded.

EVA MITCHELL’S DEATH. 


A lle g e d C o n fessio n of a W ayw ard W id ow 
W h o Is P ro b a b ly a M yth. 
C hic ag o, Oct. 3.—A new story is being 
told concerning 
the mystery of Eva 
Mitchell’s death. 
The young girl’s body 
was found on Grand boulevard the night 
of Nov. 
17, 1^88, and wounds on the 
oorpso indicated th at another murder had 
been committed. 
Several arrests were 
made, 
but no indictments were found. 
Many 
persons 
believed 
the girl 
had 
been 
accidentally run 
down 
by 
a 
reckless driver. 
The story now told'is 
that a married man and a widow, both 
living in this city, people of social promi­ 
nence, unintentionally caused the girl’s 
death. 
A iiason had existed for some 
time between the two, and they were in 
tho habit of visting a club house on the 
boulevard. 
The man drove one of his 
fastest horses the night of Eva Mitchell’s 
death. 
On leaving the club house ho 
surrendered 
the 
lines 
to 
his 
com­ 
panion, and, both 
being flushed 
with 
wine, the horse was driven at 
a 
reck­ 
less gait. 
Eva Mitchell, 
as the story 
runs, got in the way of the horse and 
buggy* and before the girl fully realized 
her danger or could step aside, she was 
killed. The sinful pleasure-seekers stopped 
the horse, but when they realized that the 
girl was fatally wounded they drove to the 
city. 
A few months ago the widow was 
seriously ill, and fearing that she m ight 
die confided tho terrible secret of the 
boulevard to her daughter. 
Woman-like, 
the daughter told the secret to her sweet­ 
heart, through whom it was made public.

divided between thirty-four of tho leading 
companies. 
Tho largest amount falls on 
the Home of New York, $12,000. 
Quite a 
number of families have lost all they pos­ 
sessed ond have no insurance, but they 
object to publication of their names. 
In 
the distribution of funds the Mayor will 
use bis best endeavor not to wound the 
feelings of persons who had never before 
experienced the necessity of charity.

the possibilities of a future so great and 
inspiring. 
The delegates whom I ani ad­ 
dressing can do much to establish perm a­ 
nent relations of confidence, respect and 
friendship between the nations which they 
represent. 
They can show to the world 
nil honorable and peaceful conference of 
seventeen independent American powers 
in which all shall meet together on terms 
of absolute equality. 
“ Like situations beget like sympathies 
and impose like duties, 
We meet in the 
firm belief that the nations of America 
ought to and can be more helpful, each to 
the other, than they now are, and that 
each will find advantage and profit from 
an enlarged intercourse with the others. 
We believe that we should be drawn to­ 
gether more closely by tho highways of 
the sea, and that at no distant day the 
railway systems of the North and South 
will meet upon the isthmus and connect 
by land routes the political and commer­ 
cial capitals of America. 
“ We believe that hearty co-operation, 
based on hearty confidence, will save all 
American States from the burdens and 
evils which have long and cruelly afflicted 
the older nations of the world. We believe 
that friendship, avowed with candor and 
maintained with good faith, will remove 
from American States tho necessity of 
guarding boundary lines between them ­ 
selves with 
fortification* and 
m ilitary 
force. 
We believe that standing armies, 
beyond those which are needed for public 
order and the safety of internal [adminis­ 
tration, 
should be unknown on 
both 
American continents. 
“ To these subject and those which are 
cognate thereto the attention 
of this 
conference is earnestly and cordially in­ 
vited by the Government of tho United 
States. 
It will be a great gain when we 
shall acquire that common confidence on 
which all international 
friendship must

It will be a greater gain when we 
shall be able to draw the people of all 
American nations into closer acquaintance 
with each other—an end to be facilitated 
by more frequent and more rapid inter­ 
communication.

T he C ivil Service C om m ission W ill A p ­ 
ply to C ongress for One. 
W asiiingion, Oct. 3. —But little notice 
has been taken by the civil service com­ 
missioners of the persistent attacks upon 
the commission, and the reason for their 
silence is now learned. 
They intend to 
apply to Congress, as soon as that body 
assembles, for an official investigation of 
the workings of the civil service law and 
of the conduct of tho commissioners. They 
expect to be able to secure an investiga­ 
tion by a committee friendly to civil ser­ 
vice reform, and are confident that they 
can produce such a mass of testimony 
favorable to the reform and their adminis­ 
tration of tho laws that the spoilsmen and 
their advocates will be silenced and the 
threatened movement to repeal the law or 
cut off the appropriation for the commis 
sion blocked at the start. 
As to the charges regarding Campbell, 
the relative of Commissioner Lyman, it is 
assurted that Campbell was appointed a 
laborer under the commission while Mr.

SEVERAL INTERESTING THINGS CONCERN­ 


ING LEAVES AND THEIR COLORINGS. 
“ Probably not one person in a thou­ 
sand knows why leaves change their 
color in the fail,” remarked a botanist tbe 
other day. “The common an! old-fash­ 
ioned idea is that all this red and golden 
glory that we see in the fall is oauscd by 
frosts. [A true aud scientific explanation 
of the causes of the coloring of leaves 
would necessitate a long and intricate 
discussion. Stated briefly and in proper 
language 
those 
oauBes 
are 
these: 
Ihe green matter in the tiaeue of a 
leaf 
is 
composed of 
two 
colors, 
red 
and 
blue. 
When 
tbe 
sap 
ceases to flow in tbe fall and the natural 
growth of the trees stops, oxidation of 
the trees takes place. Under certain con­ 
ditions the green of the leaf changes ^to 
red; under different conditions it takes 
on a yellow or brown tint. The differ­ 
ence rn combination of the original con­ 
stituents of the green tissues, and to the 
varying conditions of climates, exposure 
and soil. A dry, cold climate produces 
more brilliant foliage than one that is 
damp and warm. This is the reascn 
that our American autumns are much 
more gorgeous than those in England. 
There are eeveral tilings abont leaves 
that even science cannot explain. 
For 
instance, why one of two trees growing 
side by side, of the same age and having 
the B&rne exposure, should take on a 
brilliant red in the fall, and the other 
should turn yellow; cr why one branch 
of the tree she ald be highly colored and 
the rest of the tree have only a yellow 
tint, are questions that are as impossible 
to answer as why one member of a fam­ 
ily should be perfectly healthy and an­ 
other sickly. Maples and oaks have the 
brightest oolors.”

In making bread boxes three workers 
can do the work of thirteen box makers by 
old methods. 
In cutting out clothing and cloth caps 
with dies one worker does the work of 
three by old methods. 
In leather m anufacture modern methods 
nave reduced the necessary number of 
workers from 5 to 50 per cent. 
A carpet measuring and brushing m a­ 
chine with one operator will do the work 
of fifteen men by the old methods. 
In the m anufacture of flour modern im­ 
provements save 75 percent of the manual 
labor that once was necessary. 
In making tin cans one man and a boy 
with modern appliances can do the work 
of ten workmen by the old process. 
By the use of coal m ining machinery 
IOO miners in a month can mine as much 
coal in the same time as 500 miners by the 
old methods. 
One boy by machinery in turning wood- 
w< rk and materials for musical instruments 
performs the work of twenty-five men by 
the old methods. 
The horse power of steam used in the 
United States on railways, steamers, and 
in factories and mines was in 1888 12,000,- 
000, against 1,610,000 in 1830. 
In the m anufacture of brick improved 
devices save one-tenth of the labor, and in 
the m anufacture of fire brick 40 per cent 
of the manual labor is displaced. 
In stave-dressing twelve co-laborers with 
a machine can dress 12,000 staves in the 
same time that the same number of work­ 
ers by hand could dress 2,500. 
In nailing on shoe heels one worker [and 
a boy with machinery can heel 300 pairs 
of shoes per day. 
I t would require five 
workers to do the same by hand. 
In the m anufacture of carriages it used 
to take one man thirty-five days to make a 
carriage. 
It is now made by the aid of 
machinery with the work of one man in 
twelve days. 
In tho cotton mills in the Linked States 
tho manual labor has been reduced about 
50 per cent. 
Now one weaver manages 
from two to ten looms, where one loom 
was formerly tended by one worser.
